" A retractable hood for motor vehicles/ 



The following statement is a lull description 
of this invention, including the best method of 
performing it known to us: — 

This invention has been devised to provide a 
retractable hood for motor vehicles. I he hood 
ul this invention is particularly useful for 
utility trucks but it can be advantageously 
applied to all motor vehicles having built up 
sides or side supports. 

The hood consists of a number of si. us 
adapted for mounting uansverselv on tie 
vehicle. One slat (called herein the head skill 
is a fixture and the edge of this slat adioinmg 
the roxt (second) slat is flanged downw:udl> 
I he second slat has its edge adjoining the he. id 
slat flanged upwardlv and its opposite edge 
flanged downwardly. Other slats to constitute 
the hood are made in the same manner as the 
second slat with the possible exception ol the 
i -st slat (called herein the tail skill. I he rear 
edge of the tail slat mav be Hanged and pro- 
billed with means tor securing to a supp ,irt oi 
it max have a back dat hinged therein. 

I he end edges ol 'be sl.ii^ that in. the edges 
adjacent the sides ol the vehicle with the 
exception oi the back %lal it meoipoiatcd 
•*re formed or pio.iucd will, means to shdabiv 
engaee individual tracks lived to the >»*:c» ol 



the vehicle or to side supports on the vehicle 
or a stepped tier. The tracks are arranged so 
that the slats can be accommodated in retracted 
position under the head slat, that is to say, the 
second slat is under the head slat and the third 
slat is under the second slat and so on. The 
slats are moved to cover position by pulling the 
tail slat, the flanges of the several slats engage 
and are pulled to cover position in the sequence 
ot their engagement. I he slat engaging steps 
max be provided in the end* of the tracks at 
cover position. 

One embodiment ol the invention is 
described in further detail with reference to 
tl:e annexed drawings wherein:

A number of tracks corresponding to the 
number of slats are fixed to each side 2. In 
this embodiment five slats constitute a hood. 
The tracks are formed of plate bent into 
flanged "U" shaped members 6, 7, 8, 9, 10 
with a slide top edge 11. An additional 
member 12 of similar shape is fixed to the top 
edge of each side 2. These tracks extend from 
the cabin 3 to the rearmost position of the 
respective slats which are mounted on them. 

The h*ad slat 13 at !he fore end contacts the 
cabin J to which it may be fixed. It has a 
down set flange 14 in the rear end between 
the track members and is fixed to the tracks 
10 under the fop members 12. The inter- 
mediate slats 15, 16, 17 have the fore ends 
flanged upwardly as at 18 and the rear ends 
flanged downwardly as at 19, the several 
flanges terminating short of the track members. 
The tail slat 20 has an upside flange 21 on the 
fore end. A back slat 22 is hingcl to the rear 
edge of the tail slat. It has a window opening 
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23 and its lower edge 24 is adapted to be 
secured to the tail board 5. The several slats 
are curved upwardly uniformly as indicated at 
25 to form a water shed. 

The claims defining the invention arc as 
follows: — ' 

1. A retractable hood for motor vehicles 
consisting of a number of slats mounted c : a 
stepped lier of tracks fixed to the sides of a 
vehicle one of said slats (a head sli/t) being 
fixed in position and the other slats being 
slidable on said tracks, all said slats having 
flanges whereby one slat engages another.

2. A retractable hood for motor vehicles 
according to Claim I including means to secure 
the tail slat to a support. ( 1 6th August. 1955.) 

3. A ret i actable hood for motor vehicles 
according to Claim I including a back slat 
hinged to the tail slat. (16th August. 1955.) 

4. A retractable hood for motor vehicle^ 
constructed as described with reference to the 
annexed drawings. M6th August. I«>55 )
